So far they have not* been tried 
in actual combat but their pilots 
are convinced that they will put 
up a good show against anything 
that the Nazis possess, including 
the dangerous Focke-Wulf 1090.

Arnold, assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral in charge of anti-trust investi- 
gations, told the Senate Patents 
Committee his bill had a twofold 
purpose, “to put a real penalty on 
the abuse of the patent privilege 
to. violate the very purpose for 
which it was created, and to take 
away from an illegal combination 
the weapons which enabled them 
to build up and maintain that com- 
bination against independent en- 
terprise. 

“Briefly,” he said, “the bill pro- 
vides: - 
“First, no infringement action 
can proceed without having a copy 
of the proceedings served upon the 
Attorney General, who has the 
right to intervene. 
“Second, any use of a patent, 
including any unreasonable failure 
or refusal to grant licenses there- 
under, which has the effect of un- 
reasonably limiting the supply of 
any article moving in interstate 
commerce is declared to be illegal, 
and a judgment.or conviction that 
a patent has been so used renders 
the patent nul] and void.

“Fourth, all patent assignments 
and licenses must be in writing 
with a copy filed with the Attor- 
ney General.”

The position of opponents of the 
Missouri Pension Society's pro- 
posed old-age pension amendment 
to the Constitution, that eligibility 
provisions of the amendment, if

Ed McDonald, regional director 
of the board, in a statement issued 
in Kansas City last night, said the 
proposed amendment does not con- 
form to mandatory requirements of 


.the Federal Social Security Law, 


governing grants to States. He 
said that if the State adopted the 
amendment, in conflict with the 
Federal requirements, “it would ap- 
pear that the State is rejecting 
Federal aid for old-age assistance.” 

The sponsors of the amendment, 
which would annually set aside 29 
million dollars of State funds for 
pensions and aid to dependent 
children, have been telling voters 
that an equal grant of 29 million 


ithe 


dollars of Federal funds for match- 
ing purposes could be expected, if 
amendment were adopted. 
They have been telling voters this 
would permit the carrying out of 
their plan to provide pensions of 
$40 a month. 

Sponsors of the amendment are 
Floyd P. Lee of St. Joseph, former 
Ku Klux Klan kleagle, and the 
Missouri Pension Society, of which 
Lee is head. 

The Federal Social Security 
Board in the past has refused to 
approve grants to match Missouri 
old-age pension payments until the 
legislature agreed to conform to 
Federal requirements, in enacting 
State legislation affecting pen- 
sions. Efféfts to pass State laws 
in conflict with Federal require- 
ments have been blocked by such 
action, 

In issuing his statement McDon- 
ald said he hed released it to 
newspapers in response to many 
inquiries from many sources con- 
cerning the effect of the amend- 
ment, if adopted. It is understood 
the statement was released after 
McDonald conferred with his su- 
periors in the Federal board. 

McDonald said the Federal act, 
in dealing with approval of Fed- 


“The residence requirements of 
the proposed Constitutional amend- 
ment,”. McDonald said, “require 
that payments be made only to 
persons over 65 years of age who 
have continuously for a period of 
five years prior to making applica- 
tion for said grants (pénsions) 
been domiciled residents of the 
State of Missouri.” |. 

“It is obvious,” McDonald said, 
“that this amendment does not 
conform to the Federal Social Se- 
curity Act in defining those in- 
dividuals entitled to receive old age 
assistance benefits, in that it con- 
tains a more rigid residence re- 
quirement than is allowable under 
the Federal Act. 

“It is mandatory for the Federal 
Social Security Board to require 
State plans to conform to the

Arinored trains of the Red Army 
brought up fresh reinforcements 
for the defenders today. The new 
troops were rushed straightway 
into the battle. which has raged 
for a week, froht dispatches said. 

Despite the intense pressure of 
German forces there were some in- 
dications that the onslaught was 
being slowed, and the feeling was 
expressed in Moscow that the 
situation was definitely brighter— 
at least fo rthe moment. 

New Retirements Below Rostov. 

Put while the Russians were said 
to be holding the Nazi advance, 
even thrusting it back at some 
points on the Stalingrad front, the 
situation below Rostov continued 
extremely grave, with the Germans 
admittedly still able to roll on at 
points south of the Don. 

The Russians fell back again in 
the sector of Bataisk, 20 miles 
south of Rostov on the Rostov- 
Baku railway in the Kuban flat 
lands, but dispatches said they 
were turning back every German 
thrust in areas where they were 
able to organize their defenses, 

Red Army men in the Tsiml- 
yansk area, on the lower Don mid- 
way between Rostov and Stalin- 
grad, were reported to be fighting 
on “with the object of annihilating 
the enemy group which crossed the 
river,” but were said to have lost 
ground. 

A later dispatch said stiffened 
Russian defenses were ng a 
terrific toll] of the Germans in 
fierce fighting with the forces 
which gained footholds south of 
the Don in the Tsimlyansk area. 

Fresh Soviet gains were reported 
in the bitter battle of Voronezh, 
300 miles to the north, 

In one of a series of official ex- 
hortations to Russia’s millions, the 
Communist party fewspaper Prav- 
da declared grave days were upon 
the Soviet Union and that defen- 
sive trading of space for time must 
end. 

“Every inch of Soviet territory 
given up by us weakens our forces 
and lessens our possibilities,” it 
said, 

Reds Repulse Tank Charges, 

In its account of the fighting 
in the Don big bend the army 
newspaper Red Star said Soviet 
forces had. gmashed tank and in- 
fantry charges in two _ sectors 
southwest of Klietskaya and forced 
the invaders to retreat over 
steppes littered with bodies ant 
wrecked machines. 

In one of these the new flying- 
wedge triangular formation re- 
ceived a bloody test, Red Star re- 
ported. Soviet riflemen held their 
fire as the concentration lumbered 
up. Artillerymen concentrated on 
nine tanks which formed the for- 
ward point of the triangle. The 
cannon wrecked the tanks and the 
Nazi infantry was left exposed, 
Réd Star said. 

Russian troops dashed. into the 


breach, the dispatch reported, and { 


routed the Germans in hand-to- 
hand combat. 

120 Tanks Reported Wrecked. 

The noon communique said: 

“West of Kietskaya our troops 
are beating off enemy attacks and 
inflicting heavy losses on the Ger- 
mans. In one sector alone during 
the last few days 120 enemy tanks 
have been destroyed and more than 
2000 enemy officers and men killed. 

“The German command is 
throwing in fresh reinforcements 
in an attempt to break through 
our defense lines.” 

Swarms of Nazi. dive-bombers 
struck at the Russian-held river 
crossings under the fire of Soviet 
planes and ground guns, Red Star 
said. During a five-day battle in 
N sector, German aircraft raided 
every 20-mile section in waves of 
70, the paper reported, but the de- 
fenders held and handed out heavy 
punishment, 

The Red Army lost ground again 
below Rostov, where the Germans 
were supported by large air squad- 
rons and, although suffering heavy 
losses, succeeded in moving for- 
ward, the mid-day communique ac- 
knowledged. 

“South and southeast of Bataisk 
bloody fighting is in progress 
against attacking # mechanized 
units,” the communique said. “In 
spite of the fact the resistance of 
our troops has increased, the Ger- 
mans have advanced in some sec- 
tors.” 

Red Star reported the Russians’ 
positions were especially hard hit 
west of Bataisk, where five major 
ground attacks were mingled in 
one day with a steady aerial bom- 
bardment. 


“Die, But Don’t Retreat.” 
“The slogan should be die, but 

don’t retreat,” Red Star said.

‘Highly Inflationary.’ 


WASHINGTON, July 31 (AP).— 
Richard D. Sturtevant of Barring- 


(ton, IIF, told the Senate Finance 


Committee today ‘that a revenue 
‘bill provision tightening restric- 
tions on pension trusts would 
cause many businesses to pay 
“highly inflationary” cash bonuses. 

Representing the Jewel Tea Co., 
Sturtevant asserted that a section 
of the House-approved measure 
requiring 70 per cent employe par- 
ticipation in pension trusts set up 
by corporations would destroy in- 
centive profit-sharing plans. 

He complained also that it was 
difficult to interpret a ovision 
barring discrimination as between 
employes in the payment of ‘pen- 
sions, a section Senator Vanden- 
berg (Rep.), Michigan, said might 
prevent a higher paid worker from 
receiving more benefits than a 
lower-paid worker. These restric- 
tions were written into the bill by 
the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee at the’ Treasury’s /sugges- 
tion to prevent excessive tax-free 
distribution of profits through pen- 
sion trusts. 

Would Force Cash Bonuses. 
Conceding that this was a desir- 
able objective, Sturtevant predict- 
ed, however, that the provision 
would cause business firms to pay 
cash bonuses instead of placing a 
comparable amount in a trust for 
profit-sharing payments when the 
employe retired, 

“In my judgment, many com- 
panies are going to make distri- 


‘| butions in cash and that is high- 


ly inflationary at a time when we 
are trying to control inflation,” he 
testified. . 

Henry S. Beers of Hartford, 
Conn.; representing the Associa- 
tion of Life Insurance Company 
Presidents, urged that the commit- 
tee make it clear ih the law that 
pension or profit- 
sharing plans should not be con- 
sidered discriminatory because 
they were geared to the rate of 
wages. He urged an amendment 
which would permit the exclusion 
from such plans of employes cov- 
ered by Federal Social Security 
benefits. 

Favors Higher Deduction Limit. 

Eugene M. Klein of Cleveland, 
O., a pension consultant, advocated

From this point on this coun- 
try must“adopt and maintain a 
program of active co-operation with 
other nations in order to establish 
a sound world order and to pre- 
serve a permanent peace, | 

“Never again can we withdraw 
into a shell of self-complacency or 
national selfishness, and expect to 
avoid consequences of events in a 
world that has literally shrunk 
both geographically and econom- 
ically since the days of the indus- 
trial revolution. 

“Upon .conclusion of hostilities, 
I favor the enactment of a just 
and durable peace that will pro- 
vide the foundation for a sound 
post-war readjustment. This peace 
should be based on humanitarian 
concepts for both victor a@i van- 
quished, not on vengeance, vindic- 
tiveness or international hatred. 

“It must abandon the old ideas 
ot economic imperialism and the 
—— theory that ‘to the vic- 
tor belongs the spoils. It must 
seek to remove the things that 
caus@ wars.” 

Houlihan’s Speech. 

John J. Houlihan; one of Neaf’s 
opponents for the Democratic nom- 
ination, speaking at the same 
meeting, said the voters must as- 
sure the election of a Congress- 
man who will support the war ef- 
fort without regard for partisan 
political considerations. 

“To -be certain of such represen- 
tation,” he said, “and to kéep faith 
with our fighting men, I believe 
you will see the wisdom of support- 
ing and voting for a Democratic 
candidate.

Visiting Mohandas K. Gandhi in his hermitage is an Alice in 
Wonderland experience, but it gives you a better understanding 
of why this incredible man does and says the things he does and says. 


Moving through the special en- 
vironment in which Gandhi has 
wrapped himself, you begin to 
realize why he sometimes talks in 
riddles in a voice which seems to 
come from another world. There 
is to be found, too, the explana- 
tion for Gandhi’s seeming inability 
to comprehend the deadly peril just 
outside India’s eastern gateway. 

Gandhi knows his India like a 
book. He knows England well. He 
knows the United States badly and 
he knows Japanese militarism not 
at all. On.Indian matters he is in- 
tensely practical; on international 
matters he is dreamily idealistic, 
impractical and often ill-informed. 

For instance, Gandhi believ.« 
and I think with sincerity, that ‘t 
!.@ could go to Tokyo and strike 
the right chords in Japanese hearts 
he might persuade the Japanese 
army to call off its campaign of 
aggression. But Gandhi has never 
met a Japanese General. His 
knowledge of Japan: is confined to 
his early readings, what acquaint- 
ances have told him and his friend- 
ship with a few Japanese Buddhist 
monks who have lived in his col- 
ony from time to time. 


Strange Hermitage. 

During a week-long stay at 
Wardha, near the geographical cen- 
ter of India, I made almost daily 
trips to the Gandhi colony at Seva- 
gram, only four miles distant. 
There is nothing in the United 
States which parallels Gandhi's 
Ashram (hermitage) exactly. To 
get an approximate impression 
imagine, if you can, a combination 
of due ranch, a Father Divine 
“heaven,” a Mennonite colony, a 
collective farm and an agricultural 
experimental station. It has a dash 
of all these with the added special 
feature that everybody in it is a 
vegetarian. 


This is not intended to be funny. 


You cannot take lightly a man 
whose powers for beneficence and 
for revolt are so far-reaching. One 
leaves Sevagram more befuddled 
than ever by the old man’s fabul- 
ous thought processes but more 
convinced too of his shrewdness, 
his honesty, his courage and his 
strong hold on the Hindu masses 
of India. 


Ancient Methods. 

Gandhi's little colony, some 15 
mud-walled, tile-roofed huts, was 
established six years ago and has 
@ permanent population of about 
50 devout followers. This rustic 
spot is Gandhi's ashram, a retreat 
outwardly indistinguishable from 
hundreds of thousands of other 
villages in India’s poverty-stricken 
countryside. Its aim is self-suf- 
ficiency. It produces, spins and 
weaves enough cotton to supply 
its own needs. It makes its own 
vegetable oil and grows its own 
vegetabies and the greater part of 
its grain and fruit. In the vicinity 
Gandhi’s organization conducts nu- 
merous experiments, agricultural, 
industrial, edjicational and sani- 
tary, all carried on in the Gandhi 
tradition at minimum cost with 
the cheapest materials and by the 
simplest methods.-—Gandhi toler- 
ates no modern machinery on his 
farm. There is scarcely anything 
in his village, except the tele- 
phone, which would not have been 
available a thousand years ago.

The time has come for the people to 
do some sane thinking not only on the 
subject of how to eradicate the “isms,” 
but also on how to prevent reoccur- 
rences of international lawlessness. 

If history has taught any lessons, it 
should have proved that crushing by’ 
force alone is not enough. That has 
been tried. A high degree of co-opera- 
tive effort will be needed.

The Federal grand jury’ which investigated the 
Sikeston lynching of Cleo Wright reported yesterday 
—“with great reluctance’—that the outrage did not 
constitute a Federal offense. 

Jacob M, Lashly, whom Attorney General Biddle 
had appointed a special assistant to conduct the 
grand jury proceedings, declared that “under exist- 
ing laws, nothing else could have been done.” 

The jurors, however, left no doubt about their 
feelings. They characterized the lynching as “a 
shameful outrage against all the rights which Ameri- 
cans.hold dear, and a deplorable blot on the reputa- 
tion of this State as a law-abiding, peace-loving 
commonwealth,” 

They might well have called upon Congress to 
make lynching a Federal offense for, through this 
crime, the reputation of the nation as well as that 
of Missouri has suffered, It is lynch law for which 
the Nazis most frequently upbraid us, and it ig lynch 
law which they exploit in their propaganda to the 
colored races of the world. 

Instead, these Federal jurors took the unusual. 
step of addressing themselves to the Governor of 
the State.

WHAT CAN WE LOSE? 

Shipbuilder Kaiser yesterday told the — 
committee that he needs only the green light from 
the Government to start building sky giants. 

Senator Lee of Oklahoma, who hag offered a bill 
authorizing the undertaking, declares that he has 
support for it from aeronautical experts. But other 
voices have been raised in protest. 

Mostly, they say that the building of these sky 
trucks would necessitate diversions from the present 
shipbuilding program, that it would call for engines 
now intended for bombers and pursuit planes. It 
probably would—at least for a time. Eventually, 
we might take up the slack. 

But, aside from that, why should we not in the 
immediate future divert a certain amount of labor 
and material from the shipyards? What's to be 
gained by building ships so long as the Nazi sub- 
marines sink them faster than we can build them? 
_ What’s to be gained by building bombers if our 
tankers cannot, because of the submarines, insure 
them adequate supplies of gasoline and oil? Sky 
trucks could perform that service in relative safety. 
Even after we do win the battle against the sub- 
marines, these air-borne transports will still be 


-highly useful because they are so much faster than 


sea-borne freighters. As one of today’s letter writ- 
ers asks: What can we lose by building them?

A Refugee’s Eventful Flight 


Siean & Pearce, New York.) 
AUGHT in the tidal wave of humanity 
seeking escape from the German in- 

vasion of Poland, Barbara Padowicz was 
changed overnight from the idle wife of a 
Warsaw business man to a bedraggled, des- 
perate refugee with a whimpering child. 
Not until she reached Lisbon and set sail 
for South America did she feel safe from 
the long arm of Nazi terror. 

The road of her flight through Poland 
was strewn with death. With their own 
bodies, mothers protected their babies from 
the hail of machine-gun bullets. The in- 
vaders bombed and gunned the refugees 
incessantly. 

Not until she ran headlong into the Rus- 
sian army of invasion at Tarnopol did the 
air raids stop. She was taken prisoner by 
the Russians, but they were guileless and 
kind. She relates that her fountain pen so 
appealed to a commissar that he assumed 
the role of her provider, He rustled fuel 
and food. He proposed marriage, but she 
escaped both matrimony and the Red Army 
by crossing the Carpathian Mountains on 
foot in the snow to Hungary.

EDMUND H. SEARS DES: 
EDUCATOR AND AUTHOR 


Principal of Mary Institute 
for 34 Years Until Retire- 
ment in 1925, 


Word has been received here of 
the death in Los Angeles yester- 
day of Edmund Hamilton Sears, 
principal of Mary Institute for 34 
years until his retirement in 1925 
and widely known educator. He 
was 90 years old. 

After leaving the institute, Mr. 
Sears went to the West Coast to 
enjoy leisure for traveling and 
writing. Shortly after his resigna 
tion he was the author of a his- 
torical novel laid in the days of

In 1891 he came to Mary Insti- 
tute, girls’ preparatory school of 
Washington University, from Bos- 
ton, where. he had conducted his 
own private school for girls for 
six years. The institute then was 
at the northeast corner of Beau- 
mont street and Locust boulevard. 
It was moved to Lake avenue and 
Waterman boulevard in 1902, and 
has been at its present location, 
Warson and Ladue roads, St. Louis 
County, for 12 years. 
Born at Wayland, 
graduated from Harvard Univer- 
sity in 1874, Later he received the 
degre6é of M. A. at Washington 
University, where he did special 
work in classics. He taught for a 
year at Hampton Institute, a Ne- 
gro school in Virginia, after his 
graduation from Harvard and from 
1875 to 1883 was an instructor in 
Latin and Greek at the University 
of California. 

Shortly before his resignation 
from Mary Institute he de- 
clared -in an interview in the 
Post-Dispatch that the girl of the 
so-called “flapper era” was as 
wholesome and refined as_ the 
young woman students of the 90s.

ART MUSEUM SHOWS 
ATTPATRNS WORK 


Its First Display of Kind Is 
of 60 Cartoons Giving 
History of War. , 


For its August special exhibi- 
tion City Art Museum in Forest 
Park has assembled a collection of 
60 drawings by Daniel R, Fitz- 
patrick, the originals of Post- 
Dispatch cartoons which have ap- 
peared in the last four years. 

These drawings, the first by a 
newspaper artist to be displayed in 
the museum, constitute a pictorial 
record of the progress of war 
starting with the cartoon published 


Oct. 30, 1938, which depicted the]. 


military airplane as the “New 
Ruler of the World,” and ending 
with that published yesterday, “The 
Don Flows to America.” 

Installed in the large west gal- 
lery off Sculpture Hall, reserved 
for the most important of the 
museum’s special exhibitions, the 
show may be taken as an indica- 
tion that not always is the prophet 
— honor in his own coun- 

Exhibits in Other Lands, 

This is Fitzpatrick’s first com- 
prehensive one-man show in St. 
Louis, his home for the 29 years he 
has been the ‘Post-Dispatch edi- 
torial cartoonist. But museums in 
Dallas, Tex., Moscow and Stock- 
holm, and art galleries-in New 
York, Chicago, and elsewhere, have 
long ago given recognition to his 
work. The only other previous 
exhibition of his work in St. Louis 
was a show six years ago which 
opened the Vanguard Gallery. 


In the current exhibition nearly 
two-thirds of the drawings were 
occasioned by events since Dec. 7. 
The critical observer may note the 
absence of*.cartoons bearing di- 
rectly and immediately ‘on such 
crucial points in the development 
of the war as the partition of 
Czecho-Slovakia, the crushing of 
Poland or the fall of France. 

These gaps may be attributed in 
part to the acquisition of Fitzpat- 
rick cartoons as collectors’ items, 
and in part to the rapacity of his 
friends in adorning their rath- 
skeller walls. In part they have 
been made up by addition to the 
collection of a small group of ar- 
tists’ proofs, reproductions on fine 
paper made from the plates used in 
the original newspaper reproduc- 
tion.

— BAR ON 
‘CANNED MUSIC 


B Union Order der Effective at 
Midnight Tonight — 
AFM Head Defends Ac- 


tion in Statement. 


NEW YORK, July 31 (AP).—The 
manufacture of “canned music” by 
138,000 union players ends at mid- 
night tonight by order of President : 
James C. Petrillo of the AFL-Amer- 
ican Federation of Musicians. 

On the eve of his bar on making 
recordings for radio and and other 
public use—which he says produce 
95 per cent of the music heard in 
the United States and Canada— 
Petrillo broke a long silence last 
night to defend his action. 

“Our order is not changed,” he 
told reporters in making public a 
letter to Chairman James Law- 
rence Fly of the Federal Communi- 
cations Commission, who has said 
he would look into the recording 
matter and also into Petrillo’s can- 
celation of broadcasts by the Na- 
tional High School Orchestra at 
Interlochen, Mich. 

Regarding the school band con- 
certs, Petrillo wrote that the music 
was taken off the National Broad- 
casting Co. network at his ,.union’s 
request because “the broadcast is 
intended to commercialize the In- 
terlochen Camp.” 

“Interlochen,” he wrote, “is a com- 
mercial proposition, while in public 
schools of the country the children 
receive their tuition free. ... The 
fees paid by some of the pupils 
(at Interlochen) exceed $400 per 
geason of eight weeks. This, in my 
opinion, puts the school squarely 
on a commercial basis.” 

Charges “Protection.” 

In explaining the recording bar, 
Petrillo charged in his letter to 
Fly that the Federal Government 
was “protecting” radio stations, ad- 


. vertising agencies and record mak- 


ers in a “combination” against his 
union.

had thrown 8000 musicians out of 
work and that several thousands 
more had no jobs because of 500 ra- 
dio stations “which do not employ 
a single live musician.”

Women Take War Work in Stride 


Girls Behind Men Behind the Guns Are Doing Fine Job 


HE women of the year wears a 
T one-piece tan slack suit, with a 
™ matching overseas cap _ set 

jauntily atop her veil covered hair, 
a pair of sturdy, scuffed shoes and, 
as a single, distinctive touch, 
a small, oblong metal-framed badge 
~-the modern locket—from which 
glares a libelous likeness of herself. 
She is the woman defense plant 
worker, and at the world’s largest 
small arms ammunition plant, the 
St. Louis Ordnance Plant, at Good- 
fellow boulevard and _ Bircher 
street, operated by the United 
States Cartridge Co., she and her 
sister war workers comprise one- 
[third of the employes. Most of 
) these women behind the men be- 


collar jobs, but at machines on the 
assembly line, where the black- 
tipped armor-piercing cartridges 
and the red-tipped tracer bullet 
cartridges are turned out, compli- 
cated step by step, operation by 
operation. 

Newspaper women were permit- 
ted to go through the ordnance 
plant one day recently to. watch 
these women at work. 

“This is in the class with a world 
premiere,” Col, Roy Il. Bowlin, 
newly appointed commanding of- 
ficer of the plant, told us, “but 
we feel that St. Louisans should 
know about this plant and about 
our women who have done such a 
marvelous job.”

After we had received our vis- 
itors’ badges and cards and sur- 
rendered all packages of matches 
at the front desk, we were taken 
by car around the reservation to 
get our first impression of the gi- 
gantic plant. The best panoramic 
view of this industrial city is seen 
as you cross the viaduct over Good- 
fellow and look up toward the 
bluff on which the white-columned 
administration building sits, past 
all the red brick manufacturing 
units, only two stories in height 
but quite long, and across the 
street at the restricted area units, 
surrounded by thick concrete walls 
that look like fortresses. 

Outside the first manufacturing 
unit, our guide paused to explain 
something of the production meth- 
od we were to see, the simplified 
straight line assembly in which 
raw materials are brought in at 
one end of the unit and the fin- 
ished products are packed and 
sent on their way at the other 
end When we entered the build- 
ing we understood why most of 
the explanations had taken place 
outside. The noise from the ma- 
chines sounded like trains arriv- 
ing simultaneously on tracks one 
to 29. 

The noise,. however, is more ap- 
parent to visitors than workers. 
Most of the women adjust them- 
selves to it and point out that it 
is a rhythmic noise, less offensive, 
once you get used to it, than the 


clacking of typewriters in an of- 
fice. 

The center aisle of the unit we 
saw divided it into two sections. 
On one side, cartridge cases are 
made, and on the other, bullets. In 
the first operation on the cartridge 
case side, strips of brass were be- 
ing fed into the machines and 
brass cartridge cups were sliding 
out the trough at the bottom. The 
next group of machines, which 
make a “kerchunk” rather than 
train engine noise, elongate the 
cups to about the size of a lip- 
stick case. One young woman op- 
erator, her hair tightly secured 
by the required net but with an 
artificial white gardenia apparent 
under the net, looked up from her 
machine, smiled, wiped her hands 
on the red wiping cloth, and con- 
tinued to feed cups into the ma- 
chine, as calmly as any stenograph- 
er transcribing shorthand. 


x * * 


On down the aisle, the next ma- 
chines, whirring in sound, turn 
the head of the cartridge, and 
curly strips of brass shower down; 
then cases are annealed, a fire and 
water process. Meanwhile, across 
the aisle, the bullets are being 
shaped, lead tips and steel cores in- 
serted, by an extremely complicat- 
ed machine which performs many 
operations and is really a minia- 
ture assembly line in itself. Here 
too, young women sit; before the 
machines and watch the operations 
through shatterproof glass panels. 

In the next room, slightly cooler 
and quieter, women sit at inspect- 
ing tables. Upstairs, further ex- 
amination is given on machines 
which test for length, width, 
amount of taper, and weight. A 
wheel with spokes like a wagon 
wheel performs the weighing op- 
eration and a small American flag 
on each wheel circles around with 
the cartridges. 


Women work at these machines 
and also at the end of the room, 
assembling boxes, packing cart- 
ridges in them and checking the 
boxes out. Besides these varied 
workers there are woman Govern- 
ment inspectors who work in the 
proof rooms, in which guns thun- 
der deafeningly and machine guns 
sputter as samples from each ma- 
chine in each building are tested 
daily. In adjoining rooms, more 
women sit at glass-enclosed chron- 
Ograph machines testing velocity 
range of ammunition, 


Not all woman workers wear 
slack suits. The blond girl who 
counts boxes as they are sent out, 
marking down four single strokes 
and then a cross stroke to indi- 
cate the fifth box, wears a street 
dress and rings on her fingers, 
as she is near no machinery. Any 
clothing articles that might catch 
in machinery are forbidden, but 
make-up catches nothing but mas- 
culine glances and is universally 


used. In some divisions, gloves 
are worn,,in some safety shoes 
and safety eyeglasses. 

The previous jobs of most of the 
woman workers provide interest- 
ing research, A young woman 
who operates a ¢hronograph ma- 
chine was formerly a credit inter- 
viewer,‘ and the girl next to her 
was a salesgirl. A woman who ex- 
amines cartridge cases formerly 
owned a restaurant. The three 
women at a table assembling boxes 
were housewives, now keeping, the 
world conflagration rather than 
the home fires burning. The 
woman weighing samples of pow- 
der was going to high school last 
year this time. The maid in the 
rest room was a stenographer at 
Homer Phillips Hospital. 

Facilities for women are pleas- 
ant. There are the combination 
rest rooms and locker rooms, large 
light rooms, furnished with wicker 
chairs and divans; the cafeterias 


through which long lines of em- 


ployes pass to get good food at 
reasonable prices, typical of which 
was our plate of fried chicken 
and slaw with bottled soda, for 30 
cents. 

Drinking fountains, conveniently 
spaced, and boxes of salt capsules 
above them are helpful in combat- 
ting the heat, and in areas where 
machines make the atmosphere 
unusually hot, electric fans relieve 
it somewhat. 
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Many of the women employed are 
married, some have children. One 
has twins and a small baby, all of 
whom ste leavés with her mother 
for the day. Some of the women 
have very personal reasons for 
their interest in ammunition pro- 
ducton. A worker on the case trim 
machine has a husband ia the Air 
Force, One who packs ammunition 
has a husband who shoots it. A 
woman who insvects cartridges has 
a husband in the Navy. The son 
of one woman was captured at 
Corregidor. 


Because they have reasons, per-. 


sonal and patriotic, to work for 
victory, there are fewer problems 
among woman defense workers, 
than most woman workers. One 
thing noticeable even to thé 
casual observer is the lack of clock 
watching, time wasting, and gossip. 
They tend to their jobs, cheerfully 
and completely. They conduct war 
bond buying contests. They sub- 
mit poems and stories to the plant 
paper explaining how they feel 
about their work. And every now 
and then one of them does some- 
thing that typified to their War 
Department supervisors their inner 
feeling of determination, something 
like the action Col. Bowlin saw 
one day, when one of the woman 
workers lifted one of the hundreds 
of cartridges that pass before her, 
kissed it, and said, “There's one for 
Hitler.”

Sugared sliced 
peaches are as delicious as satin 
is ‘beautiful, but turned into ice 
cream they acquire style and gla- 
mour—and it’s done a whole lot 
more easily than the making of the 
dress! Modern’ home-made ice 
cream is as easy-to make as any 
other dessert—easier than most, 
especially with a mechanical re- 
frigerator, or a willing boy to turn 
the crank of the freezer. And if 
made with whipped evaporated 
milk rather than whipping cream, 
it is‘no richer than any other des- 
gert, and no more expensive. So 
why not enjoy it often this sum- 


mer? 
Peach Ice Cream. 


Six medium freestone peaches, 
two-thirds cup sugar; dash of salt, 
three-quarters cup fresh milk; one 
tablespoon butter; one teaspoon 
plain gelatine, one tablespoon cold 
water, one cup chilled evaporated 
milk, one-eighth teaspoon almond 
extract, one teaspoon lemon juice. 

Peel peaches, cut open, and re- 
move pits. Mash the peaches thor- 
oughly with, the sugar and salt. 
Heat milk with the peach pits over 
low heat until just scalded; then 
discard the pits and add to the hot 
milk the butter and the gelatine 
softened in the cold water. Stir 
until gelatine is dissolved, and 
combine with the peach puree. 
Place in refrigerator. When chilled, 
whip the very cold evaporated milk 
until stiff with the almond ex- 
tract and lemon juice. Fold into the 
peach mixture and turn into cold 
freezing trays. Freeze until firm 
but not hard, without stirring. The 
same mixture may be frozen in a 
hand-turned ice cream freezer, in 
which case the evaporated milk 
need not be whipped. For best tex- 
ture and flavor, serve soon after it 
is frozen. Five to six servings.

To 
us this war is not a fight for uni- 


versal brotherhood. It is simply. 


a fight to protect and restore our 
personal comfort and convenience, 
and knock the blazes out of any- 
one who threatens them. 

Prof. Halford E. Luccock of the 
Yale Divinity School has some 
scathing ideas about those who 
would live in the past. “Restorers” 
he calls them. 

“The restorers include many 
kinds of people,” says he. “There 
are the Col. Blimps ... who with 
unshaken complacency want to set 


the world in the precise order it 
was, as one would rearrange a for- 
mal living room after a party. 
There are the profiteers who want 
to get all four feet back in the 
financial trough in which they 
used to wallow. There are the lip 
servants of democracy who use the 
word as a fighting slogan, but who 
have no use for a democracy as 
an equalization of economic oppor- 
tunity, as a more widespread shar- 
ing of the common wealth, &s a 
lifting of the cruel _repressions 
which hold millions in virtual eco- 
nomic and social bondage.”

Again, Prof. Ralph Barton Per- 
ry of Harvard drives home the 
case: “We must have democracy 
in fact as well as in form, in in- 
dustry as well as in Constitution, in 
economics as well as in orations. 


“The true spirit of Christianity 
has always been that of new crea- 
tions, ... The need today is for 
creators rather than restorers. It 
is not to put back old boundary 
lines because they once ran in this 
particular spot; it is not to pre- 
serve any empires, British or 
American. It'is to create a livable

liver led all the rest in concentrat- 
ed amounts of it. Liver contains 
about 1.2 milligrams of nicotinic 
acid per gram of dried substance, 
while wheat germ contains about 
9.05 and baker’s yeast, the nearest 
competitor to liver, about 0.5 mil- 
ligrams. *

vitamin D is found in most con- 
centrated form in cod liver oil. 
Later it was discovered that near- 
ly any fish liver contains vitamin 
D in high concentration and cer- 
tainly animal livers in general con- 
tain it to some degree.
